This  catalog  contains  the  names  and  descriptions  of  more 
than  125  varieties,  and  while  all  of  them  are  not  new,  they  are 
the  worth-while  varieties  selected  from  over  200  we  have  had 
on  trial.  We  cannot  grow  all  of  the  varieties,  (of  which  there 
are  over  two  thousand),  but  our  aim  is  to  grow  the  best  of 
them.

inches  in  diameter,  or  over),  finest  quality  and  well  packed. 
They  must  be  true  to  name  and  healthy.  If,  for  any  reason, 
bulbs  do  not  please  you,  tell  us  before  you  tell  your  neighbor. 
Then  you  won’t  have  to  tell  him.  No  grower  is  immune  from 
making  an  occasional  error,  but  any  mistakes  we  may  make  will 
be  adjusted  to  your  satisfaction.

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 


HE  following  is  prepared  for  the  benefit  of  the 
novice : 

We  believe  gladiolus  will  do  well  in  any  soil 
that  will  produce  a good  crop  of  corn  or  pota- 
toes. A fertile  soil  will  undoubtedly  give  bet- 
ter results  in  size  of  bloom,  and  also  produce  a 
larger  bulb.  A little  extra  care  in  cultivation  and  fertilization 
will  amply  repay  you.  DO  NOT  USE  fresh  manure  before 
planting  bulbs.  Manure  shoull  be  applied  in  the  Fall.  Very 
scabby  bulbs  will  be  the  result  of  fresh  manure. 

DEPTH  TO  PLANT 

We  would  suggest  planting  bulbs  from  four  to  five  inches 
deep.  Don’t  guess,  but  measure  the  depth.  A bulb  will  grow 
as  well  planted  much  shallower,  but  bulbs  planted  deep  are 
protected  from  falling  over,  which  often  occurs  with  tall  grow- 
ing varieties. 

SUBSTITUTIONS 

Many  varieties  are  in  great  demand  and  we  advise  placing 
orders  early  to  avoid  disappointments.  We  do  not  substitute 
unless  requested  to  do  so,  but  we  reserve  the  privilege  of  giv- 
ing you  two  one-inch  bulbs  instead  of  one  larger  size,  in  case 
we  are  unable  to  furnish  the  large  size. 

DISCOUNTS 

A discount  of  5%  in  bulbs  will  be  allowed  on  all  cash  or- 
ders of  $5.00  or  over,  and  10%  in  bulbs  on  orders  of  $10.00 
or  more.  The  extra  bulbs  given  as  discounts  can  be  the  cus- 
tomer’s choice  if  so  desired.
